Reminisces 


by C. Norman Detweiler 
THREE NECKS SAVED 


Gallows erected, the nooses hung, but the trap for the three 
was never sprung! 

Thus a poetic newspaperman could have written Quaker- 
town had a newspaper back in the year 1799. That was the 
year of the Fries Rebellion, also known as the “Hot Water 
War,” when some citizens objected to paying a window tax 
levied by Congress during President John Adams’ administra- 
tion. 

Leading the rebellion was John Fries, an auctioneer who 
resided in Milford manor, between Quakertown and Sumney- 
town. Fries, a man of 50 years, and father of ten children, had 
quite a following in Bucks, Berks, Lehigh and Northampton 
Counties, and two of his co-leaders were Frederick Haney and 
John Getman, both natives of this area. 

When taxpayers refused to pay, Assessors were sent into 
the countryside to warn them that they were breaking a Federal 
law. Fries, Haney, Getman and others banded together on 
March 3, in 1799, and tried to capture three of the Federal 
agents at an inn near Trumbauersville, but they escaped by way 
of a back door and rode away. 

The next day Fries led a band of about a hundred men, 
armed with guns and clubs, into Quakertown. There two of the 
Assessors rode boldy into the rebel gang which had gathered 
in front of the Red Lion Inn, warning them that they were 
violating a Federal law. Fries and his men captured the Asses- 
sors, but later released them, telling them to get out and stay 
out. 

Wherever trouble arose, there Fries was to help things along, 
and when organized riots occurred in neighboring counties, it 
was Fries who stirred things up. The rebellion was given the 
name “Hot Water War” when women poured hot water from 
upstairs windows on the Assessors who knocked on their door 
to collect the taxes. 

Matters became so bad that a Federal Marshall in Easton 
decided to issue warrants for the arrest of the troublemakers. 
Consequently a number of them were arrested and jailed in 
Bethlehem. Hearing of this, Fries and band of 140 insurgents

It pour- 
ed gold over the farm rooftops 
in Nockamixon township, 
Bucks County. 

It streamed past the house 
of Jacob and Christiana Arm- 
bruster, highlighting the curve 
of the stone well near the front 
door. 

A child was playing near the 
well. It reached one hand up 
into the shimmering dust par- 
ticles of а sunbeam and 
laughed. 

The hand was more than 
gold from the sun. It was red 
with blood that dripped down 
the upraised hand along the 
tiny moving arm. 

The child turned, ran a few 
more steps, then stopped. He 
looked down, then stoeped and 
touched his — grandmother's 
head where she lay, stretched 
beside the well, utterly still. 

He patted her head, but 
there was no response. 

Only the soundless pouring 
of blood from the side of her 
throat 

Thus Christiana Armbruster 
parted from this earth . . . alone 
in her death struggle that took 
her from the hearthside where 
she was struck, out the front 
door and a final gasping reach 
towards the well. 

Only her grandchild follow- 
ed wonderingly at her wild 
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We would journey far to 
see a castle in an alien land. 
Yet here in Doylestown there 
stands such a story-book palace 
where even many of the neigh- 
boring people have not visited. 

Font Hill is an impressive 
memorial to one man's sense 
of the unique—and beautiful. 
The intricacies of design re- 
quired a patient and loving 
master; an imaginative and free 
mind giving vent to explora- 
tions of beauty from all over 
the world. Dr. Henry Chap- 
man Mercer was such a man. 
Font Hill, his own creation, 
was a result of his memories 
of European structures com- 
bined with scenes from old 
pictures he found pleasing. 
Wherever one turns in this 
house of many levels one is 
struck by the unusual. Oddly 
enough, and in keeping, the in- 
terior of this house was plan- 
ned before the exterior. Blocks 
were laid on a table to repre- 
sent the size and position of 
the rooms, then a model of the 
exterior was fitted around the 
blocks. The model was used 
as guide until completion. 

Requiring ten years to build 
and more than a hundred men 
to produce the labor required 
for the prodigious variety of 
work within its turret like walls, 
the house is a monument to 
Dr. Mercer's love of the un- 
usual. 

The main attraction to Font 
Hill, aside from its castle pro- 
portions, is its tiles. The whole 
house, in fact, could be con- 
sidered a museum of tiles— 
of the rarest and most beauti- 
ful kind. Set into the concrete 
walls, stairways, fireplaces, 
window-sills and floors are tiles 
of multitudinous design and 
color. One room of the five- 
story castle is of Spanish tiles 
with designs from Goya paint- 
ings. Another equally fascinat- 
ing room has an enormous tile 
stove, suggestive of Russia or 
a country of severe coldness, 
covered with Biblical scenes. 

Most of the tiles marching 
up and down the winding stairs 
were made from Dr. Mercer's 
own designs in his Moravian 
Pottery located close by. 
Others were brought from 
Europe and distant scenes. 
Moorish tiles vie in strange 
beauty with Persian Star and 
Chinese tiles. Delft tiles in 
their own incomparable blue 
open entrances to various 
rooms. 


Aside from the beauty of the 
remarkably cast tiles, they are 
set in such a way that there is 
a story to their pattern. The 
stories range is content from 
Bibilical events to colorful 
farm scenes followed by scenes 
of bountiful harvest time. Over 
one fireplace is pictured the dis- 
covery of the New World, 
while another has scenes and 
characters from Dickens. 

The tiles were first used in 
the vaulted ceiling of the 
library in the castle, where they 
form a delicate pattern like a 
Della Robbia Medallion. As 
friends admired and exclaimed, 
Dr. Mercer added tiles to other 
rooms and entrances, becoming 
all the more interested as he 
created, until finally each 
room was decorated extensive- 
ly in the softly glazed tiles. 

Nor did Dr. Mercer forget 
the many men who worked 
so long for him; their names 
are embedded at length over 
one of the many labyrinthic 
stairways. 

Startling also in their unique 
qualities are the myriad furnish- 
ings within the castle. There 
are desks made of mortar, 


fitted precisely with wooden 
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drawers, with the top surface e 


skillfully tiled. Here and there 
throughout the many rooms 
one finds beautifully built-in 
chests of drawers finished with 
an attractive green stain, allow- 
ing the grain to show through. 
Italian lamps, Persian trays and 
Bucks County pieces are at 
home in this fantasy house. 

One steps out of Font Hill 
with the feeling one has been 
privileged to share an individ- 
ualist’s dream. Perhaps it was 
Dr. Mercer’s desire to sur- 
round- himself with mementoes 
of all the places he loved, and 
by reproducing the scenes on 
his memorable tiles to be used 
in his castle, he could always 
feel surrounded by the beauty 
he found in the world. 

There it sits; Font Hill, pro- 
duct of one man’s dream, 
drowsing at the end of the 
arrow-like road leading under 
the leafing trees to an eventual 
curve and entrance. Its knight 
has ridden-away but the indeli- 
ble imprint of the man re- 
mains.

"WE WILL 
BURY YOU!” 


“We will bury you!” Louis 
Adamic was buried. 

Enmeshed in the writhing 
horror of Communism here, this 
famous writer was denounced as 
a Red.Agent of Stalin by Con- 
gressmen who were derided at 
the time. He dined in triumph 
at White House, where he 
smeared Winston Churchill on 
behalf of his Red pals. He died 
the blackest of deaths, shot 
through his splintered skull, 
and roasted in the scarlet hell 
of his burning home in Holland 
Township, N. J., across the 
river from Riegelsville. 

“Torturing the Ghost of poor 
Louis Adamic . . . " is the cant 
phrase local Commie ghost 
writers furnish for their Red 
literati stooges to use to pre- 
vent a possible re-opening of 
his grisly "suicide" — which 
has a devil’s-broth of Bucks 
County angles. 

Here is news from the tomb 
for the Red ghosts. The Louis 
Adamic case is not closed, 
witness the statement of Hunter- 
don County Prosecutor Clyde 
Jefferson: “Cases like this are 
never closed.” 

In his ghastly terror-ridden 
flight from the ravening beast 
of self-devouring Communism, 
Louis Adamic fled to Point 
Pleasant, Bucks County for 
help in August 1951, a few 
days before he died. 

Here, in the very doored- 
fireplace room of the old 
Revolutionary farmhouse where 
the gentle and distinguished 
writer James Michener a few 
weeks ago told his fellow 
kaffee-klatchers of his deep in- 
terest in the future of America, 
Louis Adamic pled with yet 
another famous writer, Emile 
Gauvreau, to help him — be- 


cause he was going to be 
murdered. 
Emile Gauvreau passed 


peacefully to his reward a few 
years ago, after a remarkable 
milestone-making career іп 


journalism and letters. Years 
before, he bequeathed an in- 


tellectual legacy to the reader, 
and all Bucks Countians. This 
tiny Pandora's box was to be 
opened only if the United 
States were ever imperilled. 
Dare we un-snap the latch, and 
lift the lid for a peek? 

Louis Adamic had excellent 
reason for calling upon Emile 
Gauvreau for help. At the San 
Francisco Conference which 
founded the United Nations in 
1945, “Mike” Gauvreau was 
the personal representative of 
Syngman Rhee, who aspired to 
the highest office of a Korean 
Republic, if it were founded. 

To this end, Rhee had need 
to know the secret clauses of 
the Yalta Conference between 
Roosevelt, Stalin, and Church- 
ill, which dealt with the future 
of. Korea, (among other sell- 
outs), which had been an Im- 
perial Japanese possession. Our 
State Department was of no 
assistance to him. 

Rhee turned to Gauvreau, 
in whom he placed the greatest 
trust, to procure the secret pro- 
tocols of Yalta, for which 
Americans had paid, were to 
pay, and are still paying in 
blood, tears and toil. 

Our Emile had been stand- 
ing by transfixed at the Con- 
ference capers of our old 
County acquaintance Alger 
Hiss, who was, among other 
antics, working with might and 
main to give away the Panama 
Canal to the unborn U. N. 

Gauvreau asked his friend 
Adamic for help. No trouble 
at all Emile. Faster than you 
can say “vanguard of the pro- 
letariat,” Louis was back with 
the secret Protocols. 

This was easy for Adamic, 
who was there with the Jugo- 
slav Delegation, which was at 
that juncture snoring lustily six- 
a-bed with the Russians. 
Through the good auspices of 
the Tito set, the Stalin set got 
the old Georgian tyrant to send 
the hidden clauses to Adamic 
for Gauvreau, over to Rhee. 

Thus we see that Mr. 


Adamic was far more than just 
an ordinary writer. As he stam- 
mered out his hideous fears to 
Emile at the house above Point 
Pleasant, the sable figure of 
Death leered chillingly over his 
shoulder. Red Russian pro- 
tocols delieverd to the Arch- 
Reactionary Rhee! Lenin must 
have spun in his mausoleum. 

"It is not wise," said Josef 
Stalin, "to embrace even a 
happy bear." How did Louis 
Adamic come to embrace the 
Old Man of the Steppes? 

On the 23rd of March, 
1888, Louis Adamic first en- 
countered this world, and 
thereupon let out a lusty howl 
of protest— a harbinger of 
things to come. Child among 
ten born to Anton and Ana 


Adamicz of Blato, Carniola 
(Jugoslavia), Louis saw «at 
once what life in the Balkans 
of that day meant, and came to 
America alone at the age of 
14, already a man of resolution. 

He became a man of revolu- 
tion as he learned the grim facts 
of life in lower class America 
from which he fought to arise, 
and succeeded. The picture of 
this Louis Adamic poring over 
his Slovenian-English diction- 
ary in order to become a re- 
porter, and later editor of 
Narodni Glas, is an_ inspiring 
one. š 

However, certain studies of 
the Justice Department, com- 
piled for guidance of immigra- 
tion specialists show that a 
substantial percentage of bed- 
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rock Communists and espion- 
age agents originated as eastern 
European emigres who, having 
no grounding in the philosophy 
and ethics of our western 
political struture, came here for 
greed and power's sake, deter- 
mined to crack the melting pot, 
not be melted in it. 

Thus Louis Adamic was 
oriented towards Marx, but as 
Louis Budenz, one-time editor 
of the Daily Worker testified*, 
he was not a member of the 
Communist Party, USA. Bud- 
enz had, he said been assigned 
the task of "corrupting" Ada- 
mic, and “Communist officials 
had succeeded in ‘poisoning the 
mind’ of Adamic to the point of 
carrying out some Communist 
objectives.” 

Retords of Congress show 
that he was accused of having 
the desire to become America’s 
“High Commissioner in the 
Balkans.” In the House Hear- 
ings on the American Slav Con- 
gress, a front organization, his 
participation in the Progressive 
Party campaign was noted. He 
wrote “1 believe that Americans 
are . . . dangerous . . . to our- 
selves and the rest of the world 
. .. The world is going left, I 
believe that we should go 
along." 

Many of his works have in 
them the nasty glee of a small 
boy  industriously — scrawling 
outrageous words in very large 
letters on a Philadelphia-style 
board fence. None is more 
illustrative of this than Dinner at 
the White House, in which he 
perpetrated the dirtiest smear 
in all history upon the titular 
head of an allied empire in 
wartime: Winston Churchill. 

For this he was resoundingly 
sued by Winston Churchill, 
who won a rousing verdict of 
thousands of pounds. 

It is not difficult to deduce 
from the text of this 
horrendous compilation 
of insults heaped upon the head 


(*) Hearings of the House. 
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of the stogie-jutting, and gallant 
Prime Minister, that certain 
circles around President Ro- 
osevelt, including Mrs. Ro- 
osevelt and Wendell Wilkie, 
as well as the Stalin Reds 
around  Adamic, desired to 
destroy not only the St. George 
of the hour, but h'also the 
blooming h'Empire. 

Adamic had come to live in 
Hunterdon County in 1937, 
and from thence he journeyed 
in this 1942 invitation to dine 
with the Roosevelts. His wife, 
Stella, accompanied him, and 
the evening was eminently 
satisfactory to them. Balkan 
problems were searchingly dis- 
cussed, as well as Adamic's 
books. The thrusts were keen. 
The innuendoes among the dis- 
tinguished guests astonishing, 
and the attempts to humiliate 
the British Leader disgusting. 

The Adamics returned from 
the White House to 30th Street 
Station in Philadelphia, and 
decided to fortify themselves 
for the drive through Bucks 
County to their Amsterdam 
Road farm on the Jersey side. 

They stopped at a tiny coffee 


shop, The  Toddle House, 
where a stout pre-dawn work- 
ing Pennsylvanian  belched 


gustily before the elegantly 
clad happy couple. Stella and 
Louis dissolved in laughter. 
"From White House to Toddle 
House in one night." 

Hardly had The Dinner 
been digested when trouble 
was on the way. From 1942 to 
1945, Louis telephone was 
tapped by unknown persons. A 
Washington newspaper caption- 
ed his photograph: "Stalin 
Agent." Louis said nothing. 
During 1943-45, three mem- 
bers of the Dies Committee de- 
nounced him four times in the 
House, and Committee in- 
vestigators roved the river 
countrysides. Louis did not re- 
turn to the White House for an- 
another book. 

The Communist world went 


Left. But Adamic went Right— 
with Tito. We have some con- 
ception of the matters of which 
Louis had cognizance from the 
Point Pleasant connection 
alone. 

Shockingly, the ever-loving 
leftists of the County fled -his 
company, like the raucous, 
sable crows who flap away in 
flights upon the first rustle of 
the cornfield intruder. The 
political silence was deep and 
opressive. Louis Adamic knew 
suddenly that he had become 
the hunted, not the hunter. 

The spy rings were smash- 
ed; the Korean War came on. 
Where the Red Flag had actu- 
ally flown in the Valley, Old 
Glory began to appear. 

One night, a noise outside. 
What was that? А broken 
branch snapped. Louis clutch- 
ed the .22 cal. Mossberg rifle 
he had purchased . . . No, no, 
they wouldn't do . . . Silence 
again. Louis went back to work 
on the manuscript of The Eagle 
And The Roots, his own ex- 
posure of the primeval evil that 
walks upon the earth in politi- 
cal disguise. 

No harm came to Louis that 
night. But there were whispers 
in the underground. He stop- 
ped shaving, grew  sloppy, 
worked from dawn to midnight 
on his book. One night a 
strange car drove in and was 
away before Louis could get 
outside, Mossberg cradled in 
his arms in a prophetic posture. 

1951 wore on . . . the thick 
manuscript went to the publish- 
ers for early revision. He work- 
ed on the conclusion. Prowlers 
again on his place. He was 
beaten unmercifully by two un- 
‘known thugs who surprised 
him. NKVD bully boys? Louis 
thought so. 

Through his purgatory of 
pain, and fear, and agony over 
his failure to understand the 
nature of the beast that was 
ravaging at him, Louis Adamic, 
tough and brave man that he 
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was, somehow found the 
strength to go on with his ex- 
posure and hopes for the future 
in his book. 

He went to Gauvreau, а 
man on whom one could de- 
pend. The two old-fighters-for- 
what - they - regarded - as-right 
talked far into the blackening 


night. Emile's hair stood up on 


his neck as unkown creatures 
rustled outside in the prehistoric 
dark, and the sable river mourn- 
ed over the riffles in ageless 
liquid despair. Gray and white 
ashes patted from the grate, a 
nightbird croaked, the fire died 
and chill of the void crept in 
through the colonial panes. 
There was not much to say. 
Louis was trapped, at bay, 
safer among his valley neigh- 
bors, at least, than in flight. He 
told Emile he feared the end 
was near, by murder most 
foul.* 

Back in his studio, Adamic 
shuddered at a  thundering 
knock on the door . . . He 
opened. Before him stood a 
man who had refused to an- 
swer before an investigating 
committee of Congress—oh 
those awful committees!— 
whether he had been a Red 
spy inside the OSS—the World 
War II equivalent of the OSI, 
which was riddled with Com- 
munists in strategic positions 
due to a Presidential pronuncia- 
mento that Communists were 
to be allowed to contribute to 
the common defense. 

This man, who later was 
questioned by the authorities 
in connection with the Adamic 
death and had an iron-clad 
alibi, raged at Louis for his 
political stand. The writer was 
terrified. They disputed and 
the man departed. 

One night a deliveryman saw 
strangers in the driveway in a 
car with a New York license, 
which hurriedly drove away on 
his approach, 

The end was near. We know 
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How many folk remember the old open trolley that used to 
take people by the thousands to Willow Grove Park in its heyday?

choking sounds in the wake of 
her blood-splashed skirts. 

How long the child had 
been playing by her side be- 
fore they were discovered by 
a daughter-in-law that evening, 
no-one knew. 

But the recounting of the 
horrible scene of blood and 
innocence convicted the miss- 
ing grandfather long before he 
was ever found. 

Jacob Armbruster had left 
his home three days before 
Christiana's body was found. 
He was a boatman on the 
canal and was frequently away 
for several days at a time. This 
was not unusual. 

But the blood stains on his 
brown coat were unusual. 

He was in a fight at the 
election in Doylestown. That 
was Jacob’s explanation for the 
blood. He was nowhere near 
his home the night of the 
crime. He was in Quakertown. 

But Jacob Armbruster 
wasn’t able to say where he 
stayed at these towns, nor able 
to produce a single witness. 

And he was up against the 
testimony of John Black, chief 
witness for the prosecution. 

"| saw a man going across 
the meadow towards Arm- 
bruster’s farm,” said John. “Не 
was running. 1 am not certain 
it was Jacob. It was the same 
day as the murder near sun- 
down. He had a brown coat on 

that looks like Jacob's 
coat... . He had on blue pants 
and a black hat." 

John Black was ten years 
old. 

Then a doctor took the 
stand. "The jugular vein was 
cut two-thirds off and the 
carotid artery was completely 
severed. It was the size of a 
large goose quill. There was 
a small hole in the gullet. The 
entrance was back of the jaw 
and the muscles of the neck 
looked as if it had been cut 
with a mason’s trowel.” 

On top of this gruesome re- 
counting, came the daughter- 
in-law’s testimony. Her parents 
were as wild a team that ever 
ploughed a path from Germany 
to America. They drank, 
cussed and fought like two 
seamen constantly. Jacob got 
the upper hand as a rule. On 
one occasion he broke Christi- 
ana's arm with a hoe. But 
Christiana scored high in a 
game of fisticuffs with Jacob 


on several instances, being а 
formidable opponent for any 
man. 

She also scored high in 
psychological warfare. 

She ran a running campaign 
of threats to poison her hus- 
band's coffee. He was never 
sure when he could expect to 
end up writhing on the floor 
after breakfast. 

She also held the purse 
strings . and title to the 
house. Jacob had often ex- 
pressed concern that upon his 
wife's death, the house would 
go to someone else. He swore 
he'd prevent that somehow. 

That "somehow" was 


decided the Bucks County 
court murder. Judge 
Smyser concluded the trial 


with the pronouncement “Guilty 
of murder in the first degree." 

Jacob Armbruster protested 
vehemently all the way out of 
the courtroom, all the way 
down to his cell. He protested: 
with shrieks, outcries, and gut- 
tural denouncements upon the 
heads of relatives, neighbors 
and legal personnel. He pro- 
tested from his cell all through 
the months to follow. As he 
was marched up to the gallows 
on February 12, 1856, he 
spurted to the watching audi- 
ence "I die innocent, so help 
me God!" Then he assisted in 
the placement of the head 
shroud. 

His son ran forward to em- 
brace him, but the father was 
in no mood for such genialities. 
He brushed him aside im- 
patiently. 

Then the hangman an- 
nounced all was in readiness. 

Jacob Armbruster launched 
one final redress to his audi- 
ence . . . all in German. 

"| have been convicted by 
children! My wife was dead 
for ten days before I even 
heard about it! I returned home 
as soon as I did! I leave it to 
the whole world . . . was there 
ever a man convicted on such 
evidence as I was?" 

A few minutes later Jacob 
Armbruster dropped into 
eternity. 

The only comments were 
those of the local newspapers. 

"A hardened wretch," wrote 
one reporter, “who died with 
the blood of the partner of his 
bosom upon his soul . . . stub- 
born and brutal to the last." 

Another paper commented 
simply, “It was a terrible hang- 
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Jeweled stained glass, . ex- 
quisite wood carving, fine em- 
bossing on metal delicate em- 
broidery on cloth . . . these are 
religious arts well known and 
widely admired by the public. 

But there is one art not so 
generally known the world over 

. an art of a peasant people 

. which expresses with 
utmost simplicity the beauty of 
holiness. This art is “Fraktur- 
schriften”, a German term for 
fractured or broken writing . . . 
a Gothic style of writing in 
broken lines. “Fraktur” is a 
craft of the Pennsylvania Ger- 
mans which flourished from 
about 1750 until 1850. The 
artistic writing did not stand 
alone, but was always beauti- 
fully framed in a setting of 
colorful birds, flowers, angels 
and hearts. 


Although “Fraktur” found 
its way into Pennsylvania 
Dutch homes as a decoration 
for bare whitewashed walls in 
the form of crude allegorical 
pictures, it was chiefly used 
for religious purposes. It was 
the traditional presentation 
among the Pennsylvania Dutch 
for their -birth, baptism and 
marriage certificates. They 
loved to use it also for the title 
pages of their song books and 
for inscriptions in their family 
Bibles. 

Some was done at home by 
the farmers themselves, who 
seemed frequently endowed 
with this talent as native to a 
Dutchman as the talent to 
farm! Most of it though, we 
have learned, was done by 
itinerant artists . . . men who 
peddled their abilities to be 
artistic. 


What is the origin of “Frak- 
tur"? Actually the colorful 
bands of red, blue, yellow birds, 
flowers and angels that flutter- 
ed through the old illumina- 
tions and certificates are of 
marked Persian influence! 
Turning the pages of the old 
hymn books one is strongly re- 
minded of Persian colligarphy 
and Indo-Persian painting! 

How is it that such a far- 
away influence shaped the taste 
of the simple wayfaring Penn- 
sylvania Dutch artists? 


Many of the Pennsylvania 
Dutch came from the Rhine 
country of Germany . . . many 
came from Moravia. 
Moravia bordered on 
Poland a country strongly 
touched by Persian art. Trade 
from the Levant went first to 
Venice, then to Verona and 
Bolsano in Italy . . . then from 
there on up the Rhine. By the 
twelfth century Persian damasks 
were being reproduced by Ger- 
man block printers in crude 
shapes and colors. By the fif- 
teenth century, Poland was pro- 
ducing silk rugs of positive Per- 
sian style. These reproductions 
. . . though crude . . . were in- 
terpretations of Persian art that 
spread throughout the area for 
centuries. They drifted through 
towns and across borders, final- 
ly making their way across the 
sea to America with the early 
German settlers. These were 
the men who gave it expression 
in the elaborately penned and 
decorated “Fraktur” pieces 
that are museum treasures 
today. 

In 1958 for the American 
Pavilion at the Brussels World 
Continued on Page 31 
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marched into Northampton County to rescue their sympathizers. 

A crowd of about four hundred had gathered in front of 
the Sun Inn in Bethlehem when they learned that Colonel 
Nichols, the Marshal, and his 20 deputies were awaiting the 
rebel band. Fries, approaching the Colonel, demanded the re- 
lease of the prisoners, but the Marshal refused. Thereupon 
the gang began battering the bolted doors of the jail, and the 
deputies, apparently wanting to avoid bloodshed, pleaded with 
the Marshal to release the prisoners, which he finally did, and 
Fries and his triumphant “army” marched off with their res- 
cued friends. 

News of the spreading insurrections having reached Wash- 
ington, President Adams issued a proclamation on March 12 
warning all citizens against taking part in such actions, and his 
Cabinet recommended that Federal troops be sent to the trouble 
center. The War Department ordered out a thousand Militia 
from the southeastern area of Pennsyvania, and, after assemb- 
ling at Springhouse, they began their march up the Bethlehem 
Pike. At Sellersville they learned that Fries was crying a sale 
near Quakertown and troops were dispatched to take him into 
custody. 

It is alleged that Fries was auctioning off a fire shovel when 
one of his henchmen saw the soldiers approaching and warned 
him. Dropping the shovel, and jumping from the barrel on 
which he was standing, Fries ran from the sale and disappeared 
into the woods. Giving chase, the troopers followed him to 
Bunker Hill (now Rich Hill) where he was captured. Fries, 
hiding in the underbrush, might have escaped, had it not been 
that his faithful dog “Whisky” barked at one of the horsemen, 
giving Fries’ hiding place away. 

Fries was placed under arrest and taken to Philadelphia for 
trial. Their leader in jail, Haney and Getman soon gave up and 
too were taken to jail. The three were found guilty and on 
May 15 sentenced to be hanged for treason. 

The day of execution was set and the gallows ordered 
erected at “the Red Lion crossroads” in Quakertown. Three 
nooses were suspended from the gallows and everything was in 
readiness for a big day in the Quaker village, but, on the eve 
of the execution, President Adams pardoned the three and they 
were released to return to their homes. Thus the trap for the 
three was never sprung. 

Despite his rebellious nature, Fries was not such a bad 
fellow after all. Prior to the tax fracas, Fries was a member of 
the Militia and took part in putting down the “Whisky In- 
surrection” in western Pennsylvania where people refused to 
pay a whisky tax. He is also said to have led a group of neigh- 
bors against a British foraging party that had stolen cows from 
farms in this area. Following the King’s cattle thieves, Fries and 
his men caught up with them at Flourtown and rescued the 
stolen cows. 

Thus a one-time patriot turned rebel, stirred up a dickens of 
a fuss about a window tax that amounted to only about a dollar 
per house, almost had his neck stretched, made a name for 
himself in national and local history, and, because of a kindly 
dispositioned President, was pardoned and sent home, a much 
wiser and more humble man than ever before.

Amusement parks have 
come and gone, reaching their 
height during the 1930", and 
today, only a few remain. 
Here in Bucks County one still 
exists, and is perhaps the oldest 
still in operation in Eastern 
Pennsylvania. That is Forest 
Park in Chalfont, where many 
millions of people have spent a 
day or two each summer for 
more than a century. 


Several years before the 
Civil War, a resident and 
farmer of New Britain Town- 
ship named Issac Funk, vis- 
ualized an amusement park 
in the country — something 
unheard of at that time. 


After months of planning, 
he decided to build a park — 
Pavillions and benches — in 
among the then century old 
Oak Grove that surrounded 
his home. Funk lived along 
the old Ferry Road, where the 
North Branch and Pine Run 
Creeks have their junction, 
and near the then new railroad 
passing of the Reading com- 


pany from Doylestown to 
Philadelphia. 
Today, a century later, 


many of the old Oak trees 
still stand, towering over 20th 
century amusements, and are 
living monuments of the past. 
A reminder, too, that the na- 
tive american indian lived here 
several centuries ago under 
“Penns Woods” that covered 
this state. 


Here, in this valley of trees, 
supposedly lived and died the 
great and celebrated Indian 
Chief, Tamenend, and no 
doubt he too trod through 
these same woods on one of 
his many trips. 


During the 1880's and 90's, 
Forest Park (also called 
Funk’s Park) has had a tre- 
mendous growth and popu- 
larity, and was one of the 
most famous parks in Bucks 
County. 


Some of the main attrac- 
tions then were the bowling 
alley, and the Carousel 
(merry-go-round), consider 
one of the finest in the country 
and still in operation today. 


For more than a half a 
century, it was a popular pic- 
nic grove for Sunday School 
picnics, attracting people from 
a distance of more than 30 
miles, who had to come by 
horse and buggy. 


The Fourth of July was al- 
was an exciting day there. 
Dancing all day; climaxed by 
an unusual nite, when the 
entire park after dark was 
lighted by hundreds of Jap- 
anese lanterns. The finale to 
the evening was the tradition- 
al display of fireworks. 


Baseball was played here 
quite early, during the 1880's, 
when owner Funk pioneered 
building a baseball field — 
an almost unheard of amuse- 
ments in rural Pennsylvania 
at that time.

During that night — a night 
when witches rode the wind up 
and down the Valley, their 
twigged brooms brushing the 
sighing eaves, scratching the 
spectral window panes, rustling 
in the sooted chimneys, Louis 
Adamic's telephone line went 
dead. A clock chimed. 

The Grim Reaper swung his 
Scythe. 

At 4 a.m. Thursday morn- 
ing, Howard Lippincott, а 
neighbor, was awakened by 
something, he knew not what. 
Turning over, he  sniffed. 
Smoke. 

Not long after, smoke and 
fire were sighted at Adamic's 
place, and the local volunteers 
were on their way, siren moan- 
ing unearthly dirge. 

Charging up to Adamic’s 
smoke-enveloped studio, the 
rubber-coated just-wakened 
firemen shouted at the boiling 
turmoil of flame and smoke. 
No answer. They beat at the 
door. No answer. They burst 
inside the furnace-like hell, and 
dashed up the smoke-choked 
stair, eyes streaming. 

For an instant they paused 
as they saw, through the rolling 
clouds of smoke a figure slump- 
ed a little to one side on a di- 
van. A figure with a rifle across 
its lap. "Hey there... !” No 
answer. Louis Adamic had no 
more to say. Happy, Reds? 

The fire was extinguished. 
The police arrived. The dying 
flashlight beside the body was 
extinquished. Oil soot covered 
everything. Over the right ear 
of the man who went to dinner 
at the White House was a small 
hole with a contact powder 
burn. His hair was close-crop- 
ped, his cheeks sooted. The .22 
Mossberg had a discharged 
shell in its chamber. The heat 
had been so terrific that the 
body had been literally roasted. 

Then the trouble started. No 
prints on the rifle. No prints on 
the flashlight. Around him 
were scattered pages of the Last 
Manupscript. The building had 
been set afire by saturation 
with gasoline and kerosene. The 
barn had been prepared for 
burning, and the attempt ap- 
parently hastily abandoned.

The report of the coroner’s 
jury disputed by private in- 
vestigators who said that the 
second fracture was not self- 
inflicted. The verdict of “sui- 
cide” reinforced by police in- 
vestigations which led to a 
Milford bank where an em- 
ployee stated that Adamic was 
broke, depressed, and quite 
obviously at the end of his 
rope. Much weight given to 
this evidence. No sizeable sum 
of cash found.

There is little doubt that 


The Sunbeam Alpine was de-. 


signed for the American mar- 
ket. Its lines, both inside and 


scribed as “domestic with a 


5 -1100| European flair." 


The exterior is of the “еп- 
velope" design with smooth 
lines running from the front 
right through to it's winged tail- 
lights. Unlike most of their 
American counterparts, the 
winged taillights are part of the 
overall lines and not just added 
on the spur of the moment to 
increase massiveness. Both the 
trunk and hood are tapered 
and tend to give the car a qual- 
ity appearance. This is further 
exemplified by a "scoop" type 
grille and wrap around wind- 
shield. 

Unlike other sports models, 
the top of the Alpine is de- 


| finitely part of the overall de- 


sign. It fits snugly over the 
windshield and because of а 
series of flaps around the roll 
up windows, there is an abso- 
lute minimum of drafts. When 
down, the top folds neatly into 
a metal "boot" w hich becomes 
part of the interior of the car. 
Even though it is easily operat- 
ed, the manufacturer has in- 
cluded complete working in- 
structions on the inside of “the 
boot”. 

The Sunbeam’s interior is 
the ultimate in functional ac- 
cessibility. The instrument 
panel contains all the necessary 


dials and switches. Even the 
most critical of drivers will find 
that they are both easily read 
and reached. With the excep- 
tion of a generator light, there 
is nothing left to the imagina- 
tion. In fact, even the speedo- 
meter is equipped with a KPH 
index, as well as the standard 
MPH readings. 

The seats are of the firm 
bucket type and allow plenty 
of shoulder room between 
driver and passenger. There 
are “occassional” seats in the 
rear, but they are more “oc- 
casional” than they are seats. 
About the only thing we found 
lacking was an adjustable steer- 
ing wheel. Of course we found 
the wheel to be in an excellent 
position for our particular driv- 
ing posture, but a shorter per- 
son might run into problems. 
Whether or not the fact that 
the foot pedals are adjustable 
compensate for this will be 
strictly a matter of personal 
opinion. 

Once on the road, we were 
very pleased with the car's posi- 
tive handeling. It reacts well 
through curves and has a fairly 
short turning radius. The gear 
shift is well placed and has a 
very short motion. This coupled 
with a positive shifting action 
and a fast clutch makes “going 
through the gears" a pleasure. 

Unfortunately, the Alpine 
has a weak low end. This is ex-

The Bucks County Park
